- Plagge’s- Cries Bring Help. 
William Garms, another farmer—a tall 
German in blue overalls and hickory shirt

When he opened the front door 
Cashier Filbert raised himself on his elbow 
from the floor, then fell back in a pool af 
blood. Garms rushed out. into the btreet 
without waiting to see more, and screamed:

Plagge was lifted to his feet and it was 
found that the robber was too badly wound- 
ed to make any resistance.

By this time a crowd had 
gathered and threats of lynching were made. 
It is probable that only the fact that the 
robber was seriously wounded saved him

Says Cashier Stole His Wife. 

Lawton, the prisoner, while lying on a 
straw mattress in the baggage car of a 
Northwestern train, on his way from Pala- 
tine to Chicago last evening, made the fol- 
lowing statement: 


so, in my bellef that Mr. Filbert, the bank 
cashier, is the man who.took my wife away 
from me in New York City five years ago, 
while I was living at the Park Hotel, Park 
avenue and Thirty-fourth street. My wife 
was 10 years old at that time, and a woman 
of fair complexion and medium height. I 
have seen her since she ran away from me, 
and from information given me by her 
when she confessed I felt certain when I 
saw Mr. Filbert walking in Washington 
street, near State, last week I had the right 
man. I followed him to Palatine last Fri- 
day in order to. make sure, and watched 
him on the train and afterwards up to the 
door of his house. I even went into the 
bank and talked with him, telling him I 
was acting for a friend who owned 200 
acres of farming land east of Palatine and 
wanted to borrow .$3,000 on it. He said 
he would let me know at another time, but 
I went away convinced he was the man 
who had my wife. 

I have been in the real estate business, 
so I know what I am talking about when 
I speak of land matters. Regarding myself 
I decline to give any information, and win 
not tell where I have been staying in Chi- 
cago. My father and mother and two sis- 
ters live in the East, but I do not intend 
to have their names dragged into this trou- 
ble. I am from New York and have no 
relatives here. bis 

He Wanted Satisfaction. 

“ Today I bought a small hammer in Ran- 
dolph street from a hardware store, and by 
means of loops of twine held it under one side 
of my coat. I took it as a precaution, in 
case I needed a weapon, for I had fully made 
up my mind to have satisfaction from the 
man who had wrecked my home. I did not 
go to Palatine to rob the bank, but with the 
intention ot demanding from. Mr. Filbert the 
sum of $1,500 for taking my wife from me. 
I left Chicago on the Northwestern road at 
1:20 o'clock this afternoon and arrived in 
Palatine shortly after 2 o clock. 

“TI went direct to the Palatine Bank. Mr. 
Filbert. was inside, alone and at work. I

President Patten Talks. 

Charles H. Patten, proprietor of the bank, 
was at his summer home at Lake Zurich 
when tha news of the attempted robbery 
reached him. He at once started for Pala- 
tine, covering the distance in twenty-two 
minutes. His knowledge of the man is con- 
tained in the following statement: 

“ Filbert had told me that a stranger had 
been to the bank to raise a loan of $2,000 or 
$8,000 on a piece of real estate near Pala- 
tine. The loan was to have been made for 
the farmer who owned the property. The 
stranger could not locate the land definitely 
and said he would come in again. 

„He came in again this afternoon. There 


Filbert was behind the railing 
There is occasion for him to 
come from .belfind’ it. The féllow adopted 
this strategem to draw him out. He told 
him he could locate that plece of land now. 
Filbert came from behind the railing to the 
large map hanging on the wall. The man 
began to point out the location of the land. 
Then, according to the best sustained ac- 
counts he began to quarrel with Filbert and 
suddenly turning on him dealt the blows 


which will prove fatal.” 2 


Prisoner’s Statement an Enigma. 
What Lawton’s reasons were for supposing 
that he could minimize his crime by giving 
revenge as a motive instead of robbery 
forms an enigma to the Palatine people. Mr. 
Patten affirms that he has never had any 


story of his being at the “ Park” Hotel, 
New York City, is a lie out of whole cloth. 
This story was one of the two which Lawton 
offered as emplanatory of his deed. One 
accused Patten of breaking his family, 
the other accused Filbert. ~~ 

„My father not been in New York for 
twenty-five years,” said Miss Addie Filbert, 
the youngest daughter of the cashier. ‘‘ He 
has lived here all his life.“ : 

This was corroborated by Mrs. Filbert. 
The Filbert household did not seem to realize 
what had occurred. The two motives to 
which Lawton attributed his crime, revenge 
on Patten and revenge on Filbert, are re- 
ceived without a shadow of credulity. That 
the motive was robbery is the only one 
countenaced by the townspeople. The gon- 
eral feeling was expressed by Peter Knowe, 
one of the first-to find Filbert, Plagge, and 
Lawton bleeding on the floor: a 

“If you were not in such a shape,” he 
shouted at the wounded Lawton, ** we would 
string you to the nearest lamp post.” 


Flulbert Cannot Recover. 
Dr. Thomas Davis of Chicago, Who was 
called immediately to Palatine, stated after 
the operation upon Filbert that there was 
no possibility of his recovery, 

„ do not expect him to live twenty-four 
hours,” said Dr. Davis. The wound on 
‘the richt side of his head was as clean cut 
‘as a bullet wound. The hammer which Law- 
ton had used had penetrated two inches and 
a half into the brain. The blow on the right 
side was a glancing blow, delivered, prob- 
ably, as the victim turned his head from 
the force of the first blow of the hammer. 
lt was a plain case of premeditated rob- 
bery and murder, in my estimation, executed 
by a cool headed, experienced criminal.”

validity .of the statement made by him.

The prisoner's statement that either man 
had destroyed his family happiness is im-

The end of Fort Chabrol was inglorious. 
One look out of his window convinced 
‘Guerin that his game was up. A 
little determination at the first on 
the part of the ‘government would 
have saved the French taxpayers 
the half million francs spent for extra po- 
lice service. 

Premier Waldeck-Rousseau made some 
concessions to Guerin, all of which are not 
yet known, One, however, was complete 
liberty for Guerin’s companions. ;

Typhoid fever and perhaps even chol- 
era lurk in the walls. The beds and linen 
are horrible to behold, no washing having 
been done during the siege. |

FLAW IN OLEOMARGARINE LAW. 


Defective Title in Michigan Statute 
Ground on Which Manufacturers 


Chicago, Sept. 20.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.]—The Michigan constitution, like that 
of Illinois, contains a provision that the 
subject of an act shall be expressed in the 
title. A failure on the part of the Michigan 
lawmakers to obey that salutary provision 
has enabled the Chicago oleomargarine 
manufacturers to win a victory. The Mich- 
igan Legislature enacted a law “ to prohibit 
the adulteration of food, and to prevent 
fraud and deception in its sale.“ The body 
of the act prohibits the use of annotto and 
other harmless substances for the coloring 
of oleomargarine, while allowing their use 
for the coloring of butter. The Michigan 
Supreme Court says, quite sensibly, that the 
coloring of oleomargarine with substances 
which are not deleterious cannot be called 
adulteration, and that as imitation butter is 
sold for what it is, there can be no fraud 
or deception in coloring it. Therefore, the 
law is held to be unconstitutional, and the 
Chicago manufacturers can dispose of their 
goods in the Michigan market. The object 
of the law was to put a stop to the sale of 
oleomargarine, and the lawmakers would 
have been honester if they had said so in 
the title, and then awaited the judgment of 
the court. ; 

There is an Illinois law to regulate the 


manufacture and sale of substitutes for but- 


ter. It prohibits the mixing of butter with 
animal oil or fats to make imitation butter, 


or the coloring of imitation butter with 


harmless substances. The object of this law 
is not so much to regulate the manufacture 
of imitation butter as to stop its sale, by 


making it unlawful for the manufacturers 


to give it a wholesome and attractive yel- 
low hue. When the Illinois Supreme Court 
comes to pass on this law it may pick flaws 
in it as the Michigan 
similar enactment.

At 10 o'clock the dedication of Indiana 
monument began. Governor James D. 
Mount, in his address in which the record 


of the Indiana troop was extolled, formally 


transferred the monument to the govern- 
ment. General H. V. Boynton, President of 
the Chickamauga-Chattanooga National 
Park commission, formally accepted the 
monument on behalf of the Secretary of 


Address of Governor Mount. 

Governor Mount in part said: “I es- 
teem it a honor to stand upon the 
spot where I fought thirty-five years ago 
as a common soldier and speak in memory 
of the brave men of a great State. Today 
the. surviving heroes of mortal combat 
clasp hands in fraternal union across the 
once bloody chasm. Combatants then, com- 
rades .today.

Where else on earth could such a con- 
flict be carried to a close and find such re- 
sults? These men were honorable Amer- 
icans, and when the war was fought to a 
finish all agreed to live in peace and have 
honestly kept their compact. 

No other people have done this in good 
faith. I thank God that I have lived to see 
the sons of these heroes from both sides 
join in the ranks of our country’s defenders 
and under one common flag march to the 
tunes of Dixie and the ‘ Star-Spangled 
Banner,’ with the same patriotic, springy 
step, in the same patriotic impulse that im- 
pelled you men when you believed your 
duty was to follow and fight for the flags 
that waved over the proud hosts that joined 
battle on this bloody field.

General Atkins’ Memories.

„Wilder invented a new style of fighting 
and revolutionized the cavalry tactics not 
enly of the United States army but of all 
the armies of the world. He used his horses, 
as you so well know, to transport his troops 
rapidly to the point of engagement, and 
fought his men in singe line on foot.

More Reasons for Servant Famine. ' 
Chicago, Sept. 19.—[Editor of Tribune. — 


Allow me through the columns ot The Tribune 


to give some reasons why there is a famine in 
servant girls, as stated in this morning’s paper. 
You say. The girls are preferring factory po- 
sitions to domestic service, even when the wages 
are no higher, chiefly because their hours of labor 
are clearly defined in factories and do not in- 
clude the evenings, which are left practically to 
That is only a portion of the truth 
in regard to this matter. Self-preservation is 
the first law of nature, and next to that comes 
the social instinct. So long as domestic service 
was the only means by which a girl with parents 
too poor to support her could prouide for herself 
the material necessities of life did she remain 
in domestic service. As soon, however, as the 
great battle, fought by Lucrecia Mott, Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton, Susan B. Anthony, and others, 
was won and a broader field opened for women 
did the desire for the spiritual food that comes 
to us all through intercourse with our fellows 
begin to express itself. When the girl who had 
gone out from her humble home to obtain food, 
clothes, and shelter was kept within the prison 
bars of social ostracism, except during a couple 

fternoon and Sunday evening 
in a factory or a shop 
she could earn nearly as much money, be in 
constant association with many other human be- 
ings, where there existed that greatest bond of 
union, human sympathy, have every evening and 
all day Sunday at home with mother and the 
children and other friends and neighbors, is it 
any wonder she flew to the factory and the home 
nest like a released bird to its native forest? No 
American ever expressed a truer sentiment than 
John Howard Payne when he said. Be it ever 
so humble, there’s no place like home.’’ It mat- 
ters not if it is a back garret with poverty writ- 
ten all over its grimy walls, if the spiritual at- 
mosphere of home pervades it every girl who has 
in her one drop of the blood of the Pilgrim Fa- 
thers, or who has been in America long enough to 
absorb any of the democratic thoughts for which 
it has always been famous, will remain there in 


‘preference to a gilded palace, where, for her at 


least, that spirit does not exist. Suppose the 
general manager or the floor walker is cross and 
exacting. She knows that for today at least it 
will be over at 6 o’clock. Then comes the long 
ride home with the rest of the girls and boys, 
where hanging to a strap on a cold day is a 
greater pleasure than washing dishes in the but- 
ler’s pantry and catching a sound now and then 
of the social chat going on on the other-side of 
the closed door, and then going to a lonely room 
for the night. So long as the musicians, the 
artists, the teachers, and even the clerks, who 
may not have a dollar more, but who have been 
able to keep their hands white and their clothes 
free from the soot and grime of the kitchen stove, 
are received in the parlors of our more kindly 
disposed rich, while the servant girl is kept in 
the kitchen, so long will they all have to look 
for servant girls from among those whose moth- 
ers, grandmothers, and great-grandmothers be- 
fore them have been servant girls in the old coun- 
try, and whose hereditary instincts are stronger 
American liberty.

_ ‘TIONAL COUNCIL IN BOSTON. |

President ot the University of Michi- 
gan Declares the Ministry Must Be 
No Longer Crippled in Its Usefulness 
on the Plea of Preserving ortho- 
doxy on the Lines Laid Down by the 
Theologians of the Past — Church 
Problem Comes Up.

Boston, Mass. Sept. 20.—[Special.]—Pres!- 


dent James B. Angell of Michigan University | 


opened the Congregational International 
council in Tremont Temple tonight with an 
address, in which he said the ministry must 
no longer be crippled in its usefulness on the 
plea of preserving orthodoxy, using fetters 
forged by theologians of the past. 

The statement was applauded by more than 
400 delegates, representing Congregational 
churches in England, Scotland, Ireland. 
Wales, Norway, Japan, Australia, south 
Africa, Canada, and Hawall. Tremont Tem- 
ple was crowded with one of the largest audi- 


ences in its history. Boston and New Eng- 
land contributed three thousand churchmen 
in addition to the delegates. The auditorium 


was draped with flags representing the vari- 
ous nationalities of the delegates. 
Governor Wolcott in his address of wel- 
come spoke of Boston’s fitness as the place of 
hold an international council,.owing to 
— — memories and influehces be- 
ginning at Plymouth Rock and spanning 
the world. Mayor Quincy, following, said 
that Boston represented non-conformity for 
man and church, a sentiment whieh the Eng- 
lish delegates roundly applauded. He be- 
lieved the council would promote interna- 


tional fellowship and bring the people of te 


world to a better understanding. On 
platform were Principal Fairbairn of Crans- 
field College, England; Dr. McKennal, Pres- 
ident of the British Congregational union; 
Dr. John Brown, incumbent of John Bun- 
yan’s church, Bedford, England; Dr. Storrs 
of Brooklyn; and Dr. L. D. Bevan of Mel- 
bourne, Australia. 


Angell Sounds Keynote. | 

President James B. Angell was elected 
Moderator of the council at the preliminary 
meeting for organization thisaftern and 
his remarks were regarded by the del 
as the keynote of the council. 

After giving an analysis of the Puritan 
character as the origin of Congregationalism 
in America, he dealt with a question which 
is likely to cause spirited debate during the 
convention—namely: that of a need for a 
more cohesive policy. among independent 
churches. is 

There are some Congregationalists present 
who, like Dr. Joseph Parker of London, be- 
lieve the Congregational Churches should 
adopt some organized governing power for 
unity of creed and uniformity of church 
policy. There are others who strongly ad- 


tes 


-vocate a preservation of dependency to the 


individual churches as a fundamental tenet 
of non-conformist faith. 


5 Changes of the Age. 
President Angell said in part: The pil- 
grim founders of congregationalism, in 
breaking away from an established and con- 
solidated church, from whose errors they 


wished to escape, carried the principles of 


individualism of the church life so far as to 
make fearful what we now deem helpful co- 
tion. The problem is not yet solved. 

e are advancing step by step. 

“ There is a danger that for lack of touch 
with each other we fail in a large degree to 
do the work We ought to do. Some of us 
have perhaps flattered ourselves that we 
were to carry the gospel only to certain 
select classes of intelligence and respect- 
ability, to preach it only to those who could 


appreciate the beauties of classical elo- 


quence. It is not proposed to put any man 


or church in bondage to ideas alien to their 
faith, but we ought to draw inspiration from 


— other and work toward unified 


faith. 
I. hope the prs trend of thought and 
life in our chur will compel the expres- 


sion of views in this council touching ques- 


tion. We have to deal with the problems. 
not of the severiteenth century but of the 


. twentieth. ‘While the great fundamental 


truths of our faith remain the same through 
all ages, the modes of presenting and apply-. 
ing them must change with new phases of 
politital,- social, and intellectual life. 
Therefore, we must leave large liberty 
of thought and expression in our fold. We 
have always,emphasized the importance of 
intellectual activity in our teachers and 
preachers. We must not cripple their use- 
fulness on the plea of preserving orthodoxy 


by binding them with fetters, which men no 


more enlightened nor devout than they have 


-S forged in the past. We honor the church 
fathers 


best by renouncing their errors. 


Broader Religious Life. 
“ Sincere and earnest disciples of our day 
permitted and encouraged to pur- 


be 
sue fearlessly their studies in the fuller light 


which science, archeological and critical 
research have shed on their path. If we are 


not to have a pinched and stunted parochial » 


life for our ministers we must find room 
enough in it for those devout seekers to 
whose souls the new light may reveal itself. 
even while many of us with torpid spirits 
art slumbering in darkness. 

Let us rejoice if, on our most advanced 
picket lines, we have some choice spirits 
who can view the dawn of larger truth than 
we have yet seen. Let us,not burn any of 
them as heretics but wait patiently to see 
if they are not our prophets.” ) 

At the preliminary meeting this afternoon 
the Rev. H. A. Hazen, American secretary 
of the council, suggested a radical step 
toward more tangible union of C 
tional churches. He said: 4 

Has not the time come when we may 
recognize the right and the duty to become 
a permanent body and take our place as an 
organization to be reckoned with among the 
world's spiritual forces? I suggest the early 
appointment of a committee which shall 
consider. the question in its various im- 
portant phases and report to you in sedson 
for action before our session cloges,”’

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Incensed at the Brotherbhood's Allega- 
tion of a Suicide Cult, Which They 
Lay to Church Influence. 


Chicago Bohemians are incensed over the 
circulars sent out by the Bohemian Brother- 
hood of America arraigning their societies 
on the charge of encouraging suicide. Prom- 
inent Bohemians said yesterday that the 
„ brothers *’ will find trouble awaiting them 
if they come to Chicago to attempt their al- 
leged reform. 

‘There is said to be considerable mystery 
surrounding the identity of the brotherhood. 
The theory of many Bohemians is that the 
circular represents an attempt on the part 
of religious bodies to drive non-church- 
going Bohemians back into the congrega- 
tions they have deserted. 

“I know nothing more outrageous, said 
Dr. Joseph L. Wistein, 989 West Nineteenth 
street, than the misrepresentation of Bo- 
hemians contained in this circular. We have 
severai fraternal societies in which a sum is 
paid to a man’s heirs on his decease, but 
there is a clause in the bylaws involving a 
canceling of the policy if a man takes his 
own life. In our societies we have had three 
suicides in two years.“ | it 

F. B. Zdrubek, 150 West Twelfth street, 
} who is one of the Bohemians arraigned in 
the circular, averred that the brotherhood 
was a mystery to him. Suicide is not a 
part of our belief,” he said. We have only 
one free-thinking society, the Zvobodna 
Obec, of 100 members. At our meetings we 
read agnostic literature, but, far from en- 
couraging suicide, we aim to cultivate so 
happy a life that suicide is not to be thought 
of. In our fraternal societies suicide is 
rigidly legislated against.“ | 

Attorney James E. Cross, who resides at 
1406 Millard avenue, in a formal statement. 
says that the charge of a suicide cult made 
against the Bohemians is due to the dwin- 
dling congregations of Bohemian Catholics, 
and the resultant shrinkage of chureh rev- 
enues. He asserts that 95 per cent of the 
Bohemians coming to America are com- 
municants of the Catholic Church, but that 
they cease to attend services, and form the 
non-churchgoing element, because they are 
here at liberty to exercise their choice; be- 
cause historically Rome always has been 
inimical to the Bohemians as a nation; and 
because the Catholic clergy, ides inter- 
fering with church societies, is neither in 


ice, attractive to the mass of Bohemians in 
this country. He says: These priests have 
concocted this indictment of suicide and 
degeneracy against 60,000 of their country- 
men in order to discredit them in the eyes of 
the world.” |

SOME MEMBERS OF THE SCHOOL 
Recommendation of Committee That 
W. L. Tomlins Be Employed to Teach 
the Inetructors Excites Discussion 
and Opposition — superintendent 
Andrew» Opposition to Special Per- 
mits to Pupils to Attend Certain 


Indications of a coming reform in the de- 
partment of music were shown at the meet- 
ing of the Board of Education last night. A 
recommendation from the Committee on 
Music that W. L. Tomlins be engaged at a 
salary of $400 to deliver a course of twenty- 
four lectures on vdcal instruction to the 
teachers and that $350 be appropriated for 
the expense of renting a lecture hall brought 
Johu T. Keating to his feet with the declara- 
tion that the whole department of music 
ought to be reformed in the interest of 
economy. 

“The department of music needs a com- 
plete reform.“ said Mr. Keating. We now 
have the services of a number of teachers 
at good salaries, but the recommendation of 
the committee shows plainly enough that 
something is wanting in the department 
when it becomes necessary to expend money 
for their further instruction. We can re- 
W * the department at less expense.“ 

Mr. Keating wished it understood that he 
was not opposing the recommendation of the 
committee, but merely was calling attention 
to the existing situation. The 
tion was laid over two weeks, however, 
without any objections being offered. The 
remainder of the committee’s report was 
adopted, the most important part of it being 
a recommendation that 10,000 copies of a 
collection of songs compiled by the late 
Orlando 8. Blackman be printed, ab an ex- 
pense of four cents a copy, from the plates 
owned by the Board of Education. These 
books will take the place of the books now 
in use. | 
Andrews Wins by a Close Vote. 

Superintendent Andrews found himself in 
an embarrassing position when the board 
voted on the adoption of the report of the 
Committee on School Management, and 
nothing but the withdrawal from the room 
of Joseph S. Schwab relieved him from sus- 
pense. The committee recommended that 
the Superintendent of High Schools be di- 
rected to issue a permit to Annie Louise 
Squire to attend the Lake View High School. 
Superintendent Andrews objected. 

“The schools are for the children.“ said 
Thomas Brenan. “ They are not built from 
district funds, but from the general fund, 
and there should be no distinction made in 
this case. I am in favor of granting the por- 
mit.“ 
} Christian Meier spoke against issuing the 
permit with the argument that endless 
trouble would result if any such precedent 
were established. Just before his name 
was called on the final vote Trustee Schwab 
went out into the hall. The vote stood 10to 
7 in favor of adoption, and President Harris 
announced that as the rules required eleven 
affirmative votes the motion was lost.

Mrs. Maria Braun's Will Provides for a 
Fund of $4,000 for Bretzen- 
deim, Germany. 


Mrs. Maria Braun, who died at her home, 
430 North Hoyne avenue, ten days ago at 
the age of 82 years, remembered her birth- 
place, Bretzenheim, Hesse Darmstadt, Ger- 
many, in her will. She bequeathed to that 
town the sum of $4,000, which is to be known 
as the Maria Braun fund.“ The money 
is to be invested in securities and the inter- 
est handled by the Mayor and Council. One- 
half of the income is to be used to buy cloth- 
ing for poor children on their confirmation 
day, the other half to be divided among 
schoolchildren and teachers annually on 
the anniversary of her birth, April 28.

Yet another pretender has arisen to the 
throne of France in the person of a sol- 
disant Duke of Brittany. True, he does not 
for the present insist upon obtaining the 
crown or the supreme rulership of France, 
but declares that he will be content with 
the surrender by the French government to 
himself of the gardens and the palace of 
the Tuileries, or rather that portion thereof 
which is now known as the Louvre, as well 
as all the Rubens pictures contained there- 
in. He likewise wants the Elysée Palace, 
now occupied by President Loubet, and the 
palace and grounds of the Luxembourg, oc- 
cupied by the Senate, and where the trial of 
— royalist conspirators for high treason 

now in progress. | 

The sol-disant Duke of Brittany, whose 
Christian name is Jules, is the grandson of 
that Duke of Berri who was the only son of 
King Charles X. of France. The Duke of 
Berri, it may be remembered, married three 
times. The first marriage was with a girl 
of the name of Eckartt, and was contracted 
in Germany shortly after the Duke’s flight 
from France along with his father, then 
Count Artois, about the time of the incar- 
ceration of his uncle and aunt, King Louis 
XVI. and Queen Marie Antoinette, in that 
Temple prison from which they were only to 
issue to lose their heads by the guillotine. 

In spite of his being a Catholic he obtained 
a divorce from his wife, either in Germany 
or in England, and she survived him until 
1856, making her home at Strasbourg. in a 
house now owned by a prominent French 
lawyer of the name of Du Buit, a member 
of the Parisian bar, and who has in charge 
the legal interests of the grandson of this 
first wife of the Duke of Berri. 
Subsequently the Duke married in Eng- 
land, and according to the requirements of 
English law, an English girl of the name of 
Amy Brown, by whom he had two daughters 
and a son. The son died two or three years 
ago at Passy, in the suburbs of Paris, and 
to the best of my belief was unmarried. Amy 
Brown's two daughters were adopted by 
their grandfather, old King Charles X., at 
the time of the assassination of his only son, 
the Duke of Berri. One of them became the 
mother of the popular General de Charette, 
who is married to an American girl, a Miss 
Polk, and who so greatly distinguished him- 
self during the war of 1870, while another of 
the daughters of Amy Brown and the Duke 
of Berri was the grandmother of the present 
Prince of Lucinge-Faucigny, who was in this 
country a short time ago. 

This marriage with Amy Brown was held 
by French law to be invalid on the ground 


that the Duke had not obtained the consent 


thereto from his father and uncle, and on 
the strength of this view he contracted for 
the sake of purely dynastic and political 
considerations a loveless match with 
Princess Caroline of Naples, who six months 
after his assassination gave birth to a post- 
humous child, who received at his baptism 
the title of Duke of Bordeaux. It was in the 
latter’s favor t his grandfather, King 
Charles X., abdicated at the time of the 


‘July revolution of 1830, and the then infant 


Prince may be said to have reigned for 
twenty-four hours under the title of Henry 
V. He, however, was forced to accompany 
his grandfather into exile, was known 
throughout his life as the Count of Cham- 
bord, and having been forced through skill- 
ful Orleanist intrigues to marry a homely 
and delicate Princess who could never be- 
come a mother, instead of the royal maiden 
whom he loved, died childless about twenty 
years ago, leaving as the heir of his preten- 
sions to the throne of France the late Count 
of Paris, father of the present Duke of Or- 
leans, who is today one of the most con- 
spicuous of the many pretenders to the 
French throne. mae | 
The others comprise Prince Victor Napo- 
leon, who represents the Ponapartist aspira- 
tions, and who is resolved to become French 
Emperor. Don Carlos, too, is a claimant 
to the throne of Frarice on the ground that 
whereas the house of Orleans is descended 
from King Louis XIII., he himself is de- 
scended from the less remote King Louis 
XIV. True, King Louis XIV.'s younger son, 
the Duke of Anjou, who e King of 
Spain in 1700, renounced for himself and for 
his heirs all rights to the throne of France. 
But it is held in French law that a man has 
no right to make a surrender of any heredi- 
tary rights in the name of his as yet unborn 
descendant. From this point of view there 
is no doubt that the rights of Don Carlos to 
the throne of France are superior to those 
of the Duke of Orleans af 
Then there is the Spanish General, Castelvi 
Bourbon, issue of a morganatic alliance 
contracted by one of the royal “ infants ”’ 
of Spain. He styles himself Duke of Anjou, 
that is to say, by the title borne by the royal 
French Prince who ascended the Spanish 
throne two centuries ago. His pretensions 
to the French throne are based on the fact 
that Spanish law prevents ‘the throne of 
Spain from being heid in conjunction with 
that of any other country, and 
that inasmuch as the pretensions of 
Don Carlos and of his son are 
directed mainfy to the crown ot 
Spain, his claims to the throne of France 
cannot be taken into consideration. He adds 
that, failing Don Carlos, his brother and his 
son, it is he—namely: the General, who is 
the next agnate of the royal house of Bour- 
bon-Anjou, although the fact that his 
father’s marriage was a morganatic alli- 
ance is sufficient to invalidate his preten- 
sions. This is recognized in Spain in so far 
that he is denied the title of Prince or any 
royal status.
